REMARKS 

The Examiner has objected to claim 1 . The applicant has 
amended claim 1 . 

The Examiner has rejected claim 2 under 34 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to point and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as 
the invention. The applicant has cancelled claim 2. 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings. The applicant has 
amended claim 1 in accordance with the Examiner's objections. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Sessoms (U.S. Patent No. 
5,388,271) in view of Ross (US Patent No. 5,134,726) and McGee 
(US Patent NO, 4,089,065). The applicant has cancelled claim 2. 
Sessoms and Ross , respectively, disclose a similar undergarment as 
that of newly amended claim 1 . McGee teaches a garment that 
covers the upper torso and the lower torso. The applicant 
respectfully contends that McGee teaches a garment that is not 
useful for use by a football player becaused it is too rigid a 
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garment. There is a significant difference when a garment is to be 
used for football than when a garment is to project someone who 
falls from a great height. 
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
